Tuts Harmony has been drawn up after careful 
examination of the latest works of the same kind, It 
would be impossible to give here the reasons for 
adopting any particular order in disputed cases. ‘Those 
reasons often arise from internal rather than external 
evidences. It will perhaps be sufficient to say that 
a study of the usual authorities and the more or 
less known works of Tischendorf, Wieseler, Zumpt, 
Weizsacker, Holtzmann, and Keim—bearing some di- 
rectly, some indirectly upon these cases—have secured 
for each debated point the fullest consideration. 


The text is taken from the Oxford Edition of the 
Authorized Version. The quotations from the Old Testa- 
ment are printed in spaced type. The texts in brackets 
at the end of paragraphs (for example, in the Sermon 
on the Mount) are printed in full in their proper place.

Sixth year before the common date called A.D. 1. 
Sr. Luxe 1. 26—38. 


26 Anp in the sixth month the angel Gabriel was sent from God unto a city of 
Galilee, named Nazareth, 27to a virgin espoused to a man whose name was Joseph, 
of the house of David; and the virgin’s name was Mary. ** And the angel came in 
unto her, and said, Hail, thow that art highly favoured, the Lord 7s with thee : blessed 
art thou among women.

And her neighbours and her cousins heard how the Lord had shewed 
great mercy upon her; and they rejoiced with her. And it came to pass, that on 

‘the eighth day they came to circumcise the child; and they called him Zacharias, 
after the name of his father.

2(And this taxing was first made 
when Cyrenius was governor of Syria.) *And all went to be taxed, every one into 
his own city. 4And Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the city of Nazareth, 
into Judea, unto the city of David, which is called Bethlehem; (because he was of 
the house and lineage of David:) °to be taxed with Mary his espoused wife, being 
great with child. ®And so it was, that, while they were there, the days were ac- 
complished that she should be delivered.

22 AnD when the days of her purification according to the law of Moses were 
accomplished, they brought him to Jerusalem, to present him to the Lord; 2? (as it 
is written in the law of the Lord, Every male that openeth the womb shall 
be called holy to the Lord;) *4and to offer a sacrifice according to that which 
is said in the law of the Lord, A pair of turtledoves, or two young pigeons. 

25 And, behold, there was a man in Jerusalem, whose name was Simeon; and the 
same man was just and devout, waiting for the consolation of Israel: and the Holy 
Ghost was upon him. 26And it was revealed unto him by the Holy Ghost, that he 
should not see death, before he had seen the Lord’s Christ.

13 AND when they were departed, behold, the angel of the Lord appeareth to Joseph 
in a dream, saying, Arise, and take the young child and his mother, and flee into Kgypt, 
and be thou there until I bring thee word: for Herod will seek the young child to 
destroy him. 14 When he arose, he took the young child and his mother by night, 
and departed into Egypt: 1 and was there until the death of Herod: that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord by the prophet, saying, Out of Egypt 
have I called my son. ;

19 Bur when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the Lord appear- 
eth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 2° saying, Arise, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the land of Israel: for they are 
dead which sought the young child’s life. *!

16For God' so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. 17 For God sent not his Son into the world to 
condemn the world; but that the world through him might be saved. 38He that 
believeth on him is not condemned: but he that believeth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God. 19 And 
this is the condemnation, that light is come into the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds were evil.

Anp as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which was blind from his birth. ? And 
his disciples asked him, saying, Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, that 
he was born blind? 2 Jesus answered, Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God should be made manifest in him. 41 must work the 
works of him that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when no man can 
work. ®5As long as I am in the world, Lam the light of the world. ®When he 
had thus spoken, he spat on the ground, and made clay of the spittle, and he 
anointed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, 7and said unto him, Go, wash in 
the pool of Siloam, (which is by interpretation, Sent.) He went his way therefore, 
and washed, and came seeing. 

8The neighbours therefore, and they which before had seen him that he was 
blind, said, Is not this he that sat and begged? 9Some said, This is he: others 
said, He is like him: bué he said, lam he. !°Therefore said they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened? !! He answered and said, A man that is called Jesus made 
clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash: and I went and washed, and I received sight. !Then said they unto him, 
Where is he? He said, I know not. 

13They brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was blind. “And it was 
the sabbath day when Jesus made the clay, and opened his eyes. ™ Then again 
the Pharisees also asked him how he had received his sight. He said unto them, 
He put clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. 16Therefore said some 
of the Pharisees, This man is not of God, because he keepeth not the sabbath day. 
Others said, How can a man that is a sinner do such miracles? And there was a 
division among them. 1!’ They say unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of 
him, that he hath opened thine eyes? He said, He is a prophet. 18 But the Jews 
did not believe concerning him, that he had been blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that had received his sight. 19 And they asked them, 
saying, Is this your son, who ye say was born blind? how then doth he now see? 
°0 His parents answered them and said, We know that this is our son, and that 
he was born blind: *! but by what means he now seeth, we know not; or who hath 
opened his eyes, we know not: he is of age; ask him: he shall speak for himself. . 
These words spake his parents, because they feared the Jews: for the Jews had 
agreed already, that if any man did confess that he was Christ, he should be put

said they to him again, What did he to thee? how opened he thine eyes? 2” He 
answered them, I have told you already, and ye did not hear: wherefore would 
ye hear it again? will ye also be his disciples? *8 Then they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are Moses’ disciples. 29 We know that God spake 
unto Moses: as for this fellow, we know not from whence he is. 3° The man answered 
and said unto them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know not from whence 
he is, and yet he hath opened mine eyes. *! Now we know that God heareth not 
sinners: but if any man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his will, him he heareth. 
* Since the world began was it not heard that any man opened the eyes of one that 
was born blind. “If this man were not of God, he could do nothing. 34 They 
answered and said unto him, Thou wast altogether born in sins, and dost thou 
teach us?

Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye should have no sin: but 
now ye say, We see; therefore your sin remaineth. 


74, Christ the ‘Door’ and ‘the good Shepherd.’ 


St. Joun x. 1—21. 


Venrixy, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by the door into the sheep- 
fold, but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber. 7? But he 
that entereth in by the door is the shepherd of the sheep. *To him the porter 
openeth ; and the sheep hear his yoice: and he calleth his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 4 And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him: for they know his voice. ®And a stranger will they 
not follow, but will flee from him: for they know not the voice of strangers. This 
parable spake Jesus unto them: but they understood not what things they were 
which he spake unto them. 

7Then said Jesus unto them again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the 
door of the sheep. ®All that ever came before me are thieves and robbers: but 
the sheep did not hear them. %I am the door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find pasture. 1° The thief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have i¢ more abundantly. ‘11 am the good shepherd : 
the good shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 12 But he that is an_hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the 
sheep. 13 The hireling fleeth, because he is an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 
1447] am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine. ! As the 
Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. 16And other sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voice ; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 
17 Therefore doth my Father love me, because I lay down my life, that I might 
take it again. 18No man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have

19 Behold, I give unto yon power to tread on serpents 
and scorpions, and over all the power of the enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you.

21Tn that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them unto babes: even so, Father; for so it seemed good in thy sight. 
22 All things are delivered to me of my Father: and no man knoweth who the Son 
is, but the Father; and who the Father is, but the Son, and he to whom the 
Son will reveal him. 2% And he turned him unto his disciples, and said privately, 
Blessed are the eyes which see the things that ye see: *4for I tell you, that many 
prophets and kings have desired to see those things which ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things which ye hear, and have not heard them.

31 And by chance there came down a certain priest that way : and when he saw him, 
he passed by on the other side. ®2 And likewise a Levite, when he was at the place, 
came and looked on him, and passed by on the other side. 33 But a certain Samaritan, 
as he journeyed, came where he was: and when he saw him, he had compassion 
on him, *4and went to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, 
and set him on his own beast, and brought him to an inn, and took care of him.

and the third day I shall be perfected. % Nevertheless I must walk to day, and to 

_ morrow, and the day following: for it cannot be that a prophet perish out of Jeru- 
salem. #40 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the prophets, and stonest them that 
are sent unto thee; how often would I have gathered thy children together, as a hen 
doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye would not! *° Behold, your house is 
left unto you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye shall not see me, until the time 
come when ye shall say, Blessed 7s he that cometh inthe name of the Lord.

86, Christ healeth the Man with the Dropsy. 


Sr. Luxe xiv. 1—6. 


AnD it came to pass, as he went into the house of one of the chief Pharisees to 
eat bread on the sabbath day, that they watched him. 2 And, behold, there was a 
certain man before him which had the dropsy. #And Jesus answering spake unto 
the lawyers and Pharisees, saying, Is it lawful to heal on the sabbath day ? ‘And 
they held their peace. And he took him, and healed him, and let him go; and 
answered them, saying, Which of you shall have an ass or an ox fallen into a pit, 
and will not straightway pull him out on the sabbath day? ®And they could not 
answer him again to these things.

7 AxvD he put forth a parable to those which were bidden, when he marked how 
they chose out the chief rooms; saying unto them, §When thou art bidden of any 
man to a wedding, sit not down in the highest room; lest a more honourable man 
than thou be bidden of him; %and he that bade thee and him come and say to thee, 
Give this man place; and thou begin with shame to take the lowest room. 1° But 
when thou art bidden, go and sit down in the lowest room; that when he that bade 
thee cometh, he may say unto thee, Friend, go up higher: then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of them that sit at meat with thee. For whosoever exalt- 
eth himself shall be abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted,

2Tren said he also to him that bade him, When thou makest a dinner or a 
supper, call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor ¢hy rich 
neighbours ; lest they also bid thee again, and a recompence be made thee. 13 But 
when thou makest a feast, call the poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind: Mand 
thou shalt be blessed; for they cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of the just. 

, And when one of them that. sat at meat with him heard these things, he said 
unto him, Blessed zs he that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. 16Then said 
he unto him, A certain man made a great supper, and bade many: 17 and sent his 
servant at supper time to say to them that were bidden, Come; for all things are 
now ready, And they all with one consent began to make excuse. The first said 
unto him, I have bought a piece of ground, and I must needs go and see it: I pray 


thee have me excused, 19 And another said, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I 


go to prove them: I pray thee have me excused. 2? And another said, I have mar- 
ried a wife, and therefore I cannot come. #!So that servant came, and shewed his 
lord these things. Then the master of the house being angry said to his servant, Go 
out quickly into the streets and lanes of the city, and bring in hither the poor, and 
the maimed, and the halt, and the blind. 22 And the servant said, Lord, it is done 
as thou hast commanded, and yet there is room. 23 And the lord said unto the ser- 
vant, Go out into the highways and hedges, and compel ¢hem to come in, that my 
house may be filled. ®4For I say unto you, That none of those men which were 
bidden shall taste of my supper.

13 And not many days after the younger son gathered all together, and took his 
journey into a far country, and there wasted his substance with riotous living. 
14 And when he had spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that land; and he 
began to be in want. 1° And hé went and joined himself to a citizen of that country ; 
and he sent him into his fields to feed swine. 1©And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine did eat: and no man gave unto him. 17 And 
when he came to himself, he said, How many hired servants of my father’s have 
bread enough and to spare, and I perish with hunger! 181 will arise and go to my 
father, and will say unto him, Father, I have sinned against heaven, and before 
thee, !®and am no more worthy to be called thy son: make me as one of thy hired 
servants. 2°And he arose, and came to his father. But when he was yet a great 
way off, his father saw him, and had compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, and 
kissed him. 71 And the son said unto him, Father, I have sinned against heaven, 
and in thy sight, and am no more worthy to be called thy son. ** But the father said 
to his servants, Bring forth the best robe, and put i¢ on him; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet: ?%and bring hither the fatted calf, and kill it; and let 
us eat, and be merry: *for this my son was dead, and is alive again ; he was lost, 
and is found. And they began to be merry. 

25 Now his elder son was in the field: and as he came and drew nigh to the house, 
he heard musick and dancing. 26 And he called one of the servants, and asked what . 
these things meant. 27 And he said unto him, Thy brother is come ; and thy father 
hath killed the fatted calf, because he hath received him safe and sound. 78 And 
he was angry, and would not go in: therefore came his father out, and intreated 
him. * And he answering said to his father, Lo, these many years do I serve thee, 
neither transgressed I at any time thy commandment: and yet thou never gayest 
me a kid, that I might make merry with my friends: °°but as soon as this thy son 
was come, which hath devoured thy living with harlots, thou hast killed for him the 
fatted calf. *! And he said unto him, Son, thou art ever with me, and all that I have 
is thine. *? It was meet that we should make merry, and be glad: for this thy — 
brother was dead, and is alive again ; and was lost, and is found. 


(1) The Parable of the unjust Steward. 


St. Luke xvi. 1—13. 


Anp he said also unto his disciples, There was a certain rich man, which had 
a steward; and the same was accused unto him that he had wasted his goods. 
2 And he called him, and said unto him, How is it that I hear this of thee? give 
an account of thy stewardship ; for thou mayest be no longer steward. 3? Then 
the steward said within himself, What shall I do? for my lord taketh away from 
me the stewardship: I cannot dig; to beg I am ashamed. 4I am resolved what 
to do, that, when I am put out of the stewardship, they may receive me into their 
houses. °So he called every one of his lord’s debtors wnto hign, and said unto the 
first, How much owest thou unto my lord? ®And he said, An hundred measures 
of oil. And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and sit down quickly, and write fifty. 
?Then said he to another, And how much owest thou? And he said, An hundred 
measures of wheat. And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and write fourscores

8And the lord.commended the unjust steward, because he had done wisely: for 
the children of this world are in their generation wiser than the children of light. 

® And I say unto you, Make to yourselves friends of the mammon of unrighteous- 
ness; that, when ye fail, they may receive you into everlasting habitations. 1°He 


that is faithful in that which is_least is faithful also in much: and he that is unjust 


in the least is unjust also in much. !'If therefore ye have not been faithful in the 
unrighteous mammon, who will commit to your trust the true riches? }2 And if ye 
have not been faithful in that which is another man’s, who shall give you that which 
is your own? 1! No servant can serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon.

19THERE was a certain rich man, which was clothed in purple and fine linen, 
and fared sumptuously every day: 2° and there was a certain beggar named Lazarus, 
which was laid at his gate, full of sores, 2!and desiring to be fed with the crumbs 
which fell from the rich man’s table: moreover the dogs came and licked his sores. 
22 And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom: the rich man also died, and was buried; and in hell he lift 


- up his eyes, being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 


bosom. *4 And he cried and said, Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger in water, and cool my tongue; for 
I am tormented in this flame. But Abraham said, Son, remember that thou in 
thy lifetime receivedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things: but now 
he is comforted, and thou art tormented. And beside all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed: so that they which would pass from hence to you 
cannot; neither can they pass to us, that would come from thence. * Then he said, 
I pray thee therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him to my father’s house : 
*8for I have five brethren; that he may testify unto them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment. 29 Abraham saith unto him, They have Moses and the prophets ; 
let them hear them. *°?And he said, Nay, father Abraham: but if one went unto 
them from the dead, they will repent. *! And he said unto him, If they hear not 
ieee eS the prophets, neither will they be. persuaded, though one rose from 
e dead. 


86 THE RAISING OF LAZARUS. A.D. 30. 


(g) Offences. \ 


Sr, Luke xvir. 1—4. 


TuEn said he unto the disciples, It is impossible but that offences will come: 
but woe wnto him, through whom they come! ?It were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and he cast into the sea, than that he should 
offend one of these little ones. ?Take heed to yourselyes: If thy brother trespass 
against thee, rebuke him; and if he repent, forgive him. +4 And if he trespass against 
thee seven times in a day, and seven times in a day turn again to thee, saying, [ 
repent; thou shalt forgive him.

5 AND the apostles said unto the Lord, Increase our faith. © And the Lord said, 
If ye had faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye might say unto this sycamine tree, 
Be thou plucked up by the root, and be thou planted in the sea; and it should obey 
you. 7 But which of you, having a servant plowing or feeding cattle, will say unto 
him by and by, when he is come from the field, Go and sit down to meat? § And 
will not rather say unto him, Make ready wherewith I may sup, and gird thyself, 
and serve me, till I have eaten and drunken; and afterward thou shalt eat and 
drink? ® Doth he thank that servant because he did the things that were commanded 
him? I trow not. 1°So likewise ye, when ye shall have done all those things 
which are commanded you, say, We are unprofitable servants: we haye done that © 
which was our duty to do. 


90. The Raising of Lazarus. 
St. JoHn xr. 1—45, 


Now a certain man was sick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, the town of Mary 
and her sister Martha. 2(It was that Mary which anointed the Lord with ointment, 
and wiped his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) ? Therefore 
his sisters sent unto him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is sick. 4 When 
Jesus heard that, he said, This sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be glorified thereby. 

®' Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus. ® When he had heard 
therefore that he was sick, he abode two days still in the same place where he was. 
7Then after that saith he to Ais disciples, Let us go into Juda again. 8 His disciples 
say unto him, Master, the Jews of late sought to stone thee; and goest thou thither 
again? *Jesus answered, Are there not twelve hours in the day? If any man walk 
in the day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of this world. 1° But if a man 
walk in the night, he stumbleth, because there is no light in him. 1!! These things 
said he: and after that he saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; but I go, 
that I may awake him out of sleep. 12 Then said his disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he 
shall do well. 1% Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: but they thought that he had 
spoken of taking of rest in sleep. !4Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus is 
dead. 1 And Iam glad for your sakes that I was not there, to the intent ye may 
believe; nevertheless let us go unto him. 16 Then said Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellowdisciples, Let us also go, that we may die with him. 

7 Then when Jesus came, he found that he had dain in the grave four days already. 
'S Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off: }¥and many of

the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning their brother. 
20Then Martha, as soon as she heard that Jesus was coming, went and met him: 
_ but Mary sat sti// in the house. 2! Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. » But I know, that even now, whatsoever thou 
wilt ask of God, God will give i¢ thee. 28 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother shall 
rise again. ®4Martha saith unto him, I know that he shall rise again in the resur- 
rection at the last day. Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the life : 
' he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live : 26and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never die. ‘Believest thou this? 27 She saith unto 
him, Yea, Lord: I believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, which should 
come-into the world. 28And when she had so said, she went her way, and called 
Mary her sister secretly, saying, The Master is come, and calleth for thee. 2° As 
soon as she heard that, she arose quickly, and came unto him. 

°°Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. *! The Jews then which were with her in the house, and com- 
forted her, when they saw Mary, that she rose up hastily and went out, followed 
her, saying, She goeth unto the graye to weep there. ®? Then when Mary was come 
where Jesus was, and saw him, shefell down at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. °* When Jesus therefore saw 
her weeping, and the Jews also weeping which came with her, he groaned in 
the spirit, and was troubled, *4and said, Where have ye laid him? They said 
unto him, Lord, come and see. * Jesus wept. °° Then said the Jews, Behold 
how he loved him! #7 And some of them said, Could not this man, which opened 
the eyes of the blind, have caused that even this man ‘should not have died ? 
38 Jesus therefore again groaning in himself cometh to the grave. It was a cave, 
and a stone lay upon it. °*? Jesus said, Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister 
of him that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by this time he stinketh: for he hath 
been dead four days. 4 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, if thou 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest see the glory of God? 4: Then they took away’ 
the stone from the place where the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, 
and said, Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 42 And I knew that thou 
hearest me always: but because of the people which stand by I said #t, that they 
may believe that thou hast sent me. 4? And when he thus had spoken, he cried 
with a loud yoice, Lazarus, come forth. 44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with graveclothes: and his face was bound about with a napkin. 
Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had seen the things which 
Jesus did, believed on him. 


91. The Gathering of a Council against Christ. 
St. JoHn xr. 46—54, 


46 Bur some of them went their ways to the Pharisees, and told them what 
things Jesus had done. 
47Then gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a council, and said, What 
do we? for this man doeth many miracles. “8If we let him thus alone, all men 
will believe on him: and the Romans shall come and take away both our place and 
nation. 4 And one of them, named Caiaphas, being the high priest that same year, 
said unto them, Ye know nothing at all, ®°nor consider that it is expedient for us, 
that one man should die for the people, and that the whole nation perish not. 
51 And this spake he not of himself: but being high priest that year, he prophesied 
that Jesus should die for that nation; and not for that nation only, but that also 
he should gather together in one the children of God that were scattered abroad. 
53Then from that day forth they took counsel together for to put him to death.

20 Anp when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the kingdom of God should 
come, he answered them and said, The kingdom of God cometh not with observation : 
*l neither shall they say, Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of God is 
within you. 

2 And he said unto the disciples, The days will come, when ye shall desire 
to see one of the days of the Son of man, and ye shall not see i¢. 2% And they shall 
say to you, See here; or, see there: go not after them, nor follow them. 4 For 
as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one part under heaven, shineth unto the 
other part under heayen; so shall also the Son of man be in his day. 2° But first must 
he suffer many things, and be rejected of this generation. 26And as it was in the 
days of Noe, so shall it be also in the days of the Son of man. 27 They did eat, they 
drank, they married wives, they were given in marriage, until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 28 Likewise also as it was in 
the days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they sold, they planted, they

the field, let him likewise not return back. 32 Remember Lot’s wife. 3? Whosoever 
shall seek to save his life shall lose it ; and whosoever shall lose his life shall preserve 
it. %4I tell you, in that night there shall be two men in one bed; the one shall be 
taken, and the other shall be left. *°Two women shall be grinding together; the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. °° Two men shall be in the field; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. °’ And they answered and said unto him, Where, Lord ?
